The census of voters just taken in 


Baltimore indicates a population for 
that city o£ about 350,000, an increase of 
80,000 since the Federal census of 1870. 


This shows a fair ratio of growth, but 


notwithstanding it, the chances are that 
by the census of 1880 Baltimore will be 
shoved down a notch in the scale of 
American cities as respects population. 
In 1870, she stood sixth, being exceeded 
by Now York, Philadelphia, Brooklyn, 
Chicago, and St. Louis. 
Boston was 


then seventh on the list, being 17,000 
behind Baltimore. The "Hub/' by the 
absorption of Charlestown and some oth- 
er suberbSj made up much more than 
the slight lead of Baltimore, arid with 
the natural growth of the city was put 
some distance in the lead. With a'pop- 
ulation of 341,919 in 1875, Boston in 
1S80 
will not fall far short of 400,000. 


New York and Philadelphia will, of 
course, be first and second, respectively, 
in 1880; but only the census itself can 
tell the exact rank of either Brooklyn, 
Chicago, or St. Louis. Each of these 
cities has a population exceeding half a 
million, unless the census of St. Louis in 
187C and the estimates of the Chicago 
directory man are grossly erroneous. 
Cincinnati is without a rival at present 
for eighth place in 'the list, holding tha 
eame relative rank now that she did iq 
1870. '

rorinalloii of Hie Earth's Crust 


M. de Chancourtois of Paris has de- 


Vised an experiment to illustrate the 
formation of ridges and hills by risings in 
the crust of the globe while yet soft 
from the primitive heat. He represents 
the globe by an inflated rubber ball, 
which takes the place o£ the terrestrial 
nucleus in fusion, destined to contract 
on cooling, and by its shrinking to pro- 
duce on the surface the elevations and 
depressions which constitute the moun- 
tains and valleys of the existing earth. 
The ball is dipped in a bath ot melted 
wax, and when that has partially set, a 
•mall portion of air is allowed to escape 
by the tap. The surface of the sphere 
then contracts slightly and sinks in por- 
tions, wrinkling the wax. When a little 
more air is allowed to escape, these slight 
Vrinklcs become more distinct, and form 
ridges and hollows precisely analogous 
to the ranges of hills and valleys on tho 
face of our planet.

Coming; Round to the Starting Point. 


Indianapolis News J 


Several years ago the News, noting 


seme improvement in ship armor, re- 
marked that the tendency of naval arch- 
itecture to invulnerability must soon 
teach a limit. Up to that time no ar- 
mor had been made that artillery had 
not been made to overmatch, and it was 
apparently impossible to make a ship too 
strong for the force of powder. 


Now it appears that Italy is getting 


close upon, if she has not reached, the 
limit of practical or serviceable armor 
for ships. She i= having two vessels of 
13,000 tons built—about the capacity of 
the Gieat Eastcin—and they are to be 
sheathed in armor three feet thick. 
Against culinary artillciy they would be 
impregnable. Against even the terrible 
cimui^km (if a half-ton round shot, with 
an initial \docity of 1,500 foet a second 
they might endure long enough to dc- 
utmy a ilcet of weaker antagonist!-. 
But 


with riiiul giuu thut throw a bolt of two 
thousand pounds, like the onc-hundred- 
t Hi gun uceady made fur Italy by bir 
William Armsjtiong, and a Palliacr shot, 
the three feet of iroii or steel on the 
'•Italia" and "Lepauto" would be no baf- 
er than bare oak against an old twenty- 
four pounder. 


And when they were once penetrated 


they could not be "plugged" as the wood- 
en ve^els of Trafalgar and Lake Erie 
were and kept afloat and fighting. Their 
vast weight would hurry them to the 
bottom, when a shot hole or a shivered 
ftnii'ir pl.ite opened the way. 


]!ut wuisc than this would be the im- 


pi-iibility of peiforming any ot the most 
important tuiViCCs of naval vessels. They 
c n.lil not cuter any of the harbors of 
{ric.il si'..piirts., nor get within gunshot of 
them. They could not be serviceable as 
blockaders because small blockade-run- 
ners would outrun and elude them. They 
would not be good convoys for mercantile 
voxels, because their enormous weight 
aud immense machinery would make the 
duty ruinously expensive. 


They could do smashing work in :i 


genera'l b.ittlo, like the Nile, or a single 
handed conflict like that of the Constitu- 
tion aud Gucrritre, but fighting maki-. 
a^ small a rai t of the business ot ,-Iiipi of 
war a< it dues of a soldier's who lias to 
nuirh and watch, and guard and forage 
fifty time's to one that ho fights. 
"A 


soldier's lc:s are worth moie to his coun- 
try than his gun," i^ an axiom of mili- 
tary hcicnce, and its analogue is true of 
war ships.

Cbalk Marks on the Floor—A True Ac- 


count of a Very Sail Tragedy*
